17. (NEW) The motion transmitting remo^control assembly (10) of claim 
1 wherein said spring (22) expands axiallv to bias.me^components (18. 20) together to 
shorten the overall length of said first and secofuTconduit section (14. 16). 

}%. (NEW) A motion transmitting remote control assembly (10) for 
transmitting motion in a curved path, said assembly comprising: 
a first (14) and second (16) conduit sections: 

a flexible motion transmitting core element (12) movably supported in said 
conduit sections: 

adjustment components (18, 20) interconnecting said first and second conduit 
sections (14, 16) and in telescoping relationship with each other for adjusting the overall 
length of said first and second conduit sections (14, 16) wherein one of said adjustment 
components includes adjustment teeth (21) and the other of said adjustment components 
su pports a locking member (19) that selectively engages said teeth (21) to prevent 
relative telescoping movement between said adjustment components (18, 20): and 

a coil spring (22) interacting between said adjustment components (18, 20) to bias
